Last Sunday, after the 8:00 a.m. mass, we blessed 
and said our good-byes to Bruce Johnson. Bruce 
and Mary are moving to Indiana to be closer to their 
daughter and grandchildren. We will bless Mary at 
the end of June as she stays to finish her work and 
pack their belongings. The Johnson's have been a 
part of our parish for nine years and have been very 
active in the parish life through a number of 
ministries. 


At the 10:30 a.m. liturgy we had our graduation 
mass for our senior high school students, who will 
be graduating in the coming weeks—come this fall 
most of them will be leaving family, friends, and 
parish for college or to work. Therefore, last 
Sunday we blessed them as well, not sure when our 
paths will cross again, once they leave. 


Greg Wagner, Joni Osnes’s brother, died 
several weeks ago in Iraq when the truck he 
was driving was hit by a missile. I attended his 
funeral and found it very moving in so many 
ways. Over a thousand people gathered on 
Monday to be with Greg's family, to say 
good-bye to him and to remember the ultimate 
sacrifice he made, not only for our country but 
for the people of Iraq, that they to may know 
true freedom. 

On the front cover of Greg’s memorial folder 
were these words: 

"May the road rise to meet you. 

May the wind be at your back. 

May the sun shine warm up on your 
face. 

May the rain fall softly on your 
fields, 

and until we meet again, 

may you keep safe in the gentle, 
loving arms of God.” 

These were the words Greg Wagner and his 
men would pray before leaving on missions 
and when they would return, they would “high- 
five” and thank God for their safe return. 

Also, these were the words that we used to 
bless Bruce Johnson and our graduates. As we 
begin these summer months of “comings and 
goings”, keep this blessing nearby, so when 
relatives and friends come for a visit, you can 
bless them as they leave.
